Week’s Production Drops to New Season Low of 28,070 Units; 
August Car Sales Seen Above 290,000, Trucks Around 60,000; 
10 to 20 Per Cent Rise Projected for New Car Sales in 1938 


Car and truck production in the United 
States and Canada will hit what likely 
will be the lowest ebb this season dur- 
ing the current week, according to ADN 
estimates. The total is expected to be 
28,070 units, which compares with 36,437 vehicles last 
week. Production in the corresponding week a year ago | 
was 29,914 jobs. 


With virtually all plants gaining momentum on produc- | 
tion of 1938 models, this week’s output will likely be the 
lowest this fall. Factories now in operation figure to in- | 
crease output from day to day, and with the industry’s 
biggest producers, Ford and Chevrolet, due for resumption 
on cars soon, production pace is expected to rise speedily 
until normal operations are reached next month. 


Output Hits 
a New Low 
For Season 


With all but Chevrolet working on new car models, the | 
General Motors group should turn out about 16,000 jobs 
this week, ADN estimates, which compares with 13,398 a 
week ago and only 1,301 units in the same week of 1936. 
Buick quickens its pace the current week and figures to | 
run about 4,000 jobs off assembly lines. Pontiac has 3,300 
cars scheduled, while Oldsmobile plans for 3,200 and 
Cadillac-LaSalle 500. 


Although Ford plants are down for inventories, the 
Lincoln division of this company resumed operations this 
week on 1938 cars. The Lincoln group expects around 420 
jobs this week, divided into about 20 big Lincolns and 400 
of the Lincoln-Zephyrs. The Ford group total compares 
with 15,000 units assembled last week and 20,000 in the 
corresponding week a year ago. 


Chrysler units, which began to assemble 1938 models | 
last week, continue at a little faster pace this week, with 
1,050 jobs carded. This figure compares with 800 last week | 
and 2,000 in the same week of 1936. Of this week’s total 
Dodge is expected, to run off about 500 jobs, Plymouth | 
around 200, De Soto about 150 and Chrysler around 200. | 
Production in all of the divisions figures to be lifted con- | 
siderably in the near future. 


Among the independents, most of whom have started | 
operations on next year’s cars, Studebaker leads the pack | 
with 2,800 units carded for the current week. Packard | 
figures on 1,500 cars, while Nash-LaFayette has 500 
scheduled and Willys about 800. Graham, which cleaned 
up its 1937 models last week, is down completely this 
week but plans early resumption of operations on new 
models. Hudson-Terraplane, which has been down for in- 
ventory, originally had 1,800 jobs carded for the current 
week, but late Tuesday had not succeeded in getting oper- 
ations under way. However, it is likely that several jobs

Estimates by ADN place total pro- 
duction for the current calendar year at 5,200,000 cars 
and trucks. 

Production in the United States and Canada to the end 
of July this year had reached a total of 3,374,195 units. 
During the closing five months of 1936 the total produc- 
tion in this country and Canada reached 1,570,560 units, 


| but up to the end of July this year production was run- 
| ning 7 per cent above the same period last year. If this 


ratio of increase were to continue until the end of the 
current year, the last five months of this year would 


| produce 1,780,499 units, bringing the calendar year total 


above the 5,000,000 mark. 
At the present time, however, it would appear that the 


| five months of August, September, October, November 


and December will exceed the same months of last year 
by more than 7 per cent; thus the estimate of 5,200,000 
for the calendar year seems assured. On this basis an 
increase of only 10 per cent in 1938 would give a total of 
5,700,000 units, which would exceed by a good margin the 
record year of 1929 when production reached 5,621,000.

Willys-Overland, which made its projec- 
tion of 70,000 units this year, is bidding for 125,000 
in 1938. 

Most of the Chrysler units are sitting tight on their 
projections which has been a Chrysler policy for the past 
few years. There can be little question, however, that 
with other makes anticipating gains, Chrysler is planning 
for similar increases. 

By and large the outlook is considered very encourag- 
ing with farm income almost at the 1929 level and farm 
costs down sufficiently to make the farmer’s purchasing 
power even greater than 1929.

Ottawa.—Canadian car produc- 
tion during August dropped to 
10,742 units, from 17,941 in July, 
but more than doubled last 
August’s 4,660 total. Passenger 
car output was 5,814 and com- 
mercials 4,928. Of these totals, 
661 cars and 2,226 trucks were 
for the domestic market and the 
balance for export. First eight 
months’ total is 157,254 vehicles, 
30 per cent above last year.

While plants are rapidly returning to produc- 
tion, there seems to be no serious threat at 
this time on the labor front. A vote was 
being taken Tuesday afternoon at the General 
Motors Truck and Coach plant in Pontiac to 
determine whether a strike would be called there as a 
result of a dispute over wages. The argument is said to 
revolve around a plan of the company to employ union 
workers who receive 95 cents an hour on regular produc- 
tion at a rate of 80 cents an hour during the inventory 
period scheduled to start Sept. 27. The men maintain 
that they should be paid at the regular production rate. 

Meanwhile, the National Labor Relations Board has 
ruled that the United Automobile Workers shall be recog- 
nized as sole bargaining agents for all workers at the 
plants of the Bendix Aviation Corp. at South Bend, Ind., 
with the exception of clerical workers and supervisors. 
The ruling even included that UAW would represent the 
Bendix police force. 


At Flint, a factional dispute in UAW ranks brought out 
that $199,801 had been collected by the union between 
Nov. 1, 1936, and Aug. 1, 1937, and that $179,000 had been 
spent. The dispute centered around charges that the 
money had been “squandered.”

Acknowledgment that members of 
the Ford Brotherhood of America had 
a right to intervene and file briefs in 
the dispute between UAW and Ford 
was made this week by the National 
Labor Relations Board. In view of.-this recognition, the 
Brotherhood has submitted a 14-point demand to the 
Ford Motor Co., copies of which will be filed with the 
NLRB, it was said. The ruling of the board this week 
reverses the ruling of July 7, which denied the Brother- 
hood: recognition. Demands made by the Brotherhood 
against Ford are reported as follows: 

1. Minimum annual pay for each regular worker of 
$1,500 for 50 weeks work, with two weeks vacation or sick 
leave. 

2. Weekly pay days, “to protect workers against loan 
sharks within and without the plant.” 

3. Each employe to be permitted to buy one new car 
| every two years at wholesale price for the use of himself 
and family. 


4. In case of discharge, notice of one week for em-

ployes on the payroll from six months to two years; two 
weeks for employes of two to 10 years, three weeks for 
employes of 10 to 15 years and four weeks for those em- 
ployed over 15 years. 


5. Establishment of a central preference bureau to 
regulate major layoffs, with preference to be given men 
with families who are purchasing homes on contract, pay- 
ing home loan mortgages, or buying Ford cars on in- 
stallments. 

6. Abolition of the midnight shift except for con- 
tinuous processes. 


7. Elimination of spies and non-uniformed police “that 
workers be not paralyzed by fear.” 

8. Compulsory arbitration of individual labor griev- 
ances of workers. 

9. Abolition of transfers with intent to demote for the 
purpose of causing workers to quit. 

10. Reinstatement of 173 men laid off for wearing labor 
union buttons. 

11. That names on payrolls be kept confidential, and 
not open to company unions or collection agencies. 

12. Each first aid station to have a qualified physician 
present at all times. 

13. That the company “cease and desist from permit- 
ting executives and bosses to assist in the formation of 
labor organizations that are not empowered to collec- 
tively bargain for your common workmen nor intended 
to assert rights given him by the Wagner Labor Law.” 

14. That all persons under the control of the company, 
“including executives, officials and bosses acting directly 
or indirectly in your interest forthwith cease and desist 
from, in any manner, supporting, aiding or assisting any 
organization holding itself out as a representative of la- 
bor, and from in any way interfering with the right of 
any hourly worker to wear his Ford Brotherhood button.”

Car Sales states more than a week ago, has prompted 

in Aug. Seen ADN to revise its August car sales esti- 

Near 390,000 mate upward slightly to around 290,000 

units. This compares with a previous esti- 
mate of 285,000 last week when only 14 states were ac- 
counted for. Should the latest estimate hold true, August 
registrations will exceed the same month a year ago by 
approximately 25,000 units. August, 1936, sales totaled 
262,912, while July sales of this year totaled 365,000, in- 
cluding an estimate of 8,500 on Wisconsin, where a new 
law bans publication of official registration figures. 

A total of 158,755 passenger car sales have been re- 
ported by the 27 states thus far accounted for, which 
compares with 133,058 by the same states in the cor- 
responding period a year ago. The latter figure is roughly 
50 per cent of the final total amassed in August last year, 
and would indicate a final total of over 310,000 for Aug- 
ust of this year. However, ADN believes that the more 
conservative estimate of around 290,000 units should hold 
true unless the remaining states show an unexpected 
upturn. 

With the 27 states for August, the total car sales since 
Jan. 1 now amount to 2,512,642 units as against 2,334,206 
in the corresponding period of 1936.

With a total of 27 states thus far heard 
from, it appears quite likely that ADN’s 
previous estimate of 60,000 registrations 
for August will hold comparatively true. 
Totals reported to date are running slightly 
ahead of last year’s figure, and it is possible that the 
final August total may go above ADN’s estimate of 60,- 
000, but the figure is not likely to be great. 


The 27 states reported to date have reported a total of 
25,904 units as compared with 25,629 in the correspond- 
ing period a year ago. The totals since Jan. 1, includ- 
ing the 27 states for August, are 427,435 units as against 
407,543 in the same period of 1936. Wisconsin’s total for 
July, which is estimated roughly at 2,100 units, are not 
included in the grand total because of a recently-enacted 
law prohibiting publication of the official figures.
